Stock Raising 


“Our pastures 
will 
run 
at 
least three times as much stock 
since 
have killed the brush,’’ 
reports W. C. 
W eir and 
son, 
Audio, who operate some 1700 
acres of land in the Union Point 
community north of 
Jacksboro 
in the Upper West 
Fork 
Soil 
Conservation District. 
W eir 
has 
combined 
brush 
control and deferred grazing to 
bring about the change in the 
grassland. All the timber, 
ex­ 
cept 102 acres which 
is to 
be 
killed next year, h&s been treat­ 
ed at least once. Every pasture 
has been given at least a short 
time deferment in the last two 
or three years in an attem pt to 
allow 
the 
better 
grasses 
to 
spread and produce seed. 
The brush 
control 
program 
started in 1938 when W eir start­ 
ed running goats in a 184 acre 
pasture. About 84 acres of this 
timber was axed in 1941 with 
the remaining IOO acres being 
axed in 1942. This was the start 
of a brush control program that 
was to see over 1200 acres of 
timber treated by 1955. 
Over 900 acres of this brush 
control was post oak timber 
that was .axed or chained and 
followed 
by 
goats 
until 
the 
sprouts were killed. 
P art of 
this timber work was done on 
land leased from Joe B. Cooper 
of Jacksboro, who paid for the 
chaining and fencing. 
The most important factor in 
Weir’s brush control program 
is that it has more han tripled 
the carrying capacity 
of 
the 
range, but another very im­ 
portant fact is that the goats 
have paid for the axing or chain­ 
ing as well as the fencing and 
have 
still 
showed 
a 
profit. 
Weir does not have a record 
of the exact profit showed by 
the goats but he knows defin­ 
itely that, pasture by pasture, 
the goats have 
paid 
for 
the 
complete job. 


An interesting 
example 
of 
the amount of water 
required 
to support a stand of brush and 
timber has been illustrated by 
a spring that is in the 184 acre 
pasture where Weir started the 
brush work. The spring, which 
is in the main ravine in the pas­ 
ture, was only a “puddle” of 
water prior to the 
killing 
of 
the 
brush. 
Now 
with 
the 
timber killed the spring stands 
water at least 250 yards down 
the ravine and the banks are 
’’wet and seeping.” 
In addition to the post oak 
work done, some 300 acres of 
mesquites have 
been 
treated 
by kerosene or by bulldozing. 
Many of the 
mesquites 
have 
sprouted and a second 
treat­ 
ment is planned for the future. 
Weir likes to give the pas­ 
tures a periodic rest, but no 
set pattern or plan has been 
followed. He particularly likes 
to rest the short grass pastures 
in the Spring frdm 
April 
to 
June which allows the Buffalo 
grass and the gramas to spread 
and cover the bare 
areas. 
A 
Fall rest is preferred for the 
tall grass pastures which allows 
the bluestems a chance to pro­ 
duce

W eir 
is 
over­ 
stocked at the 
present 
time 
which cripples the effectiveness 
of deferment, but he plans to 
sell off part of the cattle soon. 
In summing up the almost

program that he has applied on

Lesson for Jane 5, 1955 


FT IS easy to talk about large 
groups of people, even so large 
as to include millions of persons, 
as if they were one single person.

Seducing the People 
! 
111 °ld®n times, so olden that 
most people have forgotten all 
about them, there lived a king, 
not well-known to fame, named 
Manasseh. In his time a king 
could “be” the country in ways 
that no king now enjoys. Kings in 
those days had absolute power. 
The smart ones did not push their 
people too hard; they only held 
out the carrot, so to speak, in front 
of them. But a king, especially 
when his country was a small one 
like Manasseh’s Judah, could just 
about make his country do what 
he wanted it to do. It the king was 
bad. the people were bad; if the 
king repented, the people repent­ 
ed with him. The days of such 
kings are over, 
nearly every­ 
where. And yet, without the title, 
there are men today whose de­ 
sires, notions, ideals, prejudices, 
ambitions, hatreds and loves can 
be so communicated to others that 
they can deliver the vote, if they 
need to, of millions who follow 
their lead. It is said that King 


Manasseh “seduced the people." 
He did this without benefit of ra­ 
dio, TV, or advertising in slick 
magazines. Nowadays how easy 
it is to seduce the millions! One 
spot” on one radio station can 
reach a hundred thousand people. 
Pictures can be made so lifelike 
that they can deceive almost any­ 
body that is not smart. Seducing 
the people is simple, if you have 
the money. 


Half-gods Arrive 
“When half-gods go, the Gods 
arrive.” sings a poet. You can 
turn that around and still be 
right. When God goes, half-gods 
will swarm in. When bad Manas­ 
seh ruled his land, for a long time 
he would have nothing to do with 
the true God. But he was not an 
atheist, oh not by any means. He 
put up altars all over the place, 
even in the courts of the Lord, you 
could hardly get out of sight of 
some place of worship in Jeru­ 
salem. He dealt with mediums and 
with wizards. All sorts of bad re­ 
ligions and silly superstitions flour­ 
ished under his majesty’s patron­ 
age. You may be sure he was no 
lone idolater. You can hear them 
saying down on the farms, and 
out in the little villages, “well, 
if it's good enough for King Ma­ 
nasseh, it’s good enough for me.” 
So it is still and always. There 
have been times when religion 
“declined” as the quaint phrase 
puts it, here in America as in 
ancient Judah. But that was only 
the declining of the true religion. 
Other religions and cults and su­ 
perstitions flock in to tako Chris­ 
tianity’s place. People simply will 
not live in a religious v acu u m 
They would rather be idolaters 
than atheists.
